A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: On claims 1 and 8, Applicant's representative proposed to add an 
limitation "without intentionally stopping the sledge" to both claims 1 and 8 (see attachment for more detail), but 
Applicant's representative needs to find if the specification supports that limitation under 112 first paragraph to explain 
how it operates. Therefore, it is not determined if either claims 1 or 8 would overcome references Sheu and Roh. 
Moreover, Applican's representative would like to add an switch 15 (Fig. 1) to claim 8, which switches between the first 
sledge driving signal or the second driving sledge signal. That would overcome the reference Sheu et al.
